Excise Tax on 
In Effect Jan.

OSTON, MASS., Sept. 29.— 

The excise tax on automo- 
biles goes into effect January 1.

INCINNATI, Sept. 29.— 
Topping the most opti- 
mistic predictions, registra- 
tions in the first half of Sep- 
tember showed 858 new car 
Bales as against 598 for the 
2,127 used car sales com- 
pared with 2,026 in 1927, a 
gain of 260 new and 101 used 
Cars. 

While the gain in used car sales 
has slumped in comparison with 
new car activity during the last 
Sixty days, used vehicles are mov- 
ing steadily. Cincinnati, apparent- 
ly, is in better shape, in so far as 
used cars are concerned, than most 
cities, for the junker and the bor- 
@erline cars do not figure to any 
material extent here, according to 
Frank J. Santry, vice-president of 
the Cincinnati Auto Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation 


“The salvage yard plan does 
mot appeal to us for the simple 
reason that we have no junker 
probiem,” said Mr. Santry. “Up 
to three years ago we did have 
considerable trouble in that con- 
mection, but since that time deal- 
ers generally have sidestepped the 
junker in so far as possible, and 
have taken in only those cars 
that are salable. 

*It is very seldom that one of 
Our dealers will even price a car 
built prior to 1925. They are com- 
pletely out of the picture.

As a rule, however, 
that dealer never handles the car, 
simply calling up his junk man to 
come and get it.

Hupmobile Century 
Test; Kissel 


Special from A. D. N. Detroit Bureau 

Detroit, Sept. 29.—Advices re- 
teived by the Hupmobile factory 
from Europe give the details of 
the winning of the five-day Inter- 
national Alpine Test event by a 
standard Hupmobile Century Six, 
driven by Heinz Hinterleitner, who 
was awarded the gold cup in rec- 
ognition of his feat. 

The test is a severe one. including, 
as it does, traversing some of the 
toughest stuff in the Alps, with 
steep grades in Italy, Switzerland 
and Austria. The course, from Mi- 
lan to Munich, is a_ 1,180-mile 
stretch and includes the highest 
mountain tract in Europe. It crosses 
the Stilfser Pass, 8,053 feet high, 
the Furka, 7,701 feet and the better 
known Simplon and St. Gothard 
passes, with altitudes of 6,560 and 
7,216 feet. The curves are highly 
dangerous, even when driven with 
caution, and when they are nego- 
tiated by a driver bent on making 
time they present some hair-raising 
difficulties. 

In 1898 the old International Al- 

» pine drive started as a bicycle and 
automobile race and for sixteen 
years was the outstanding event of 
southern Europe’s motoring world. 
The war interrupted the races and 
they have only recently been re- 
vived. ‘ 

Writing in detail of his race,

Warranty or Come-Back; | 
How It Should Be Handled 


SHATTUCK 


By C. P. 


HEN the jobber and parts wholesaler accepts a cylinder 


block for reconditioning, fits new pistons and rings, | 


and supplies and fits other engine components, and the job is 
brought back with the complaint that a part is defective or 


the service operation not properly performed, what is the 


most satisfactory method of handling the problem? 


When the jobber launched a 
machine shop and contracted to 
perform maintenance operations 
he automatically became a seller 
of mechanical service and parts to 
thesdealer, who in turn sells to the 
car owner. And this will bring 
about, we believe, a condition that 
has not been fully anticipated, or, 
perhaps, realized by the jobber. 


Reference is made to what is 
known in service circles as the 
come-back job, i. e., where the buyer 
of the service claims the work was 
improperly performed, and, in some 
instances, the part was either de- 
fective or not what it should be. 

And the jobber will experience 
come-backs. The number of these 
where the complaint is legitimate 
will, we believe, be very small where 
the shop is manned by an experi- 
enced machinist-mechanic and 
proper equipment installed. On the 
other hand, there is no preventive 
against claims being made that the 
work is not right. 


For example, we were in a job- 
ber’s machine shop recently and 
a dealer came in with an engine 
block, which had been rebored and 
fitted with oversize pistons, pins 
and rings. This dealer said the 
job wasn’t right, that the grinding 
job was not correct and that the 
rings and pistons did not fit as 
they should. The dealer said he 
would leave the job and would 
call back. 

The head mechanic, who is a very 
competent machinist, and with con- 

siderable automotive experience, 
brought out his precision measuring 
instruments and carefully checked 
the _block, piston, etc. And we 
checked along with the machinist 
The tolerances were correct in 
every particular. In other words 
it was a first class job in every re- 
spect. This incident.is mentioned 
to show the possibility of a come- 
back with no fault of the shop. The 
fawt, was with the dealer, who did 
not understand tolerances. Of course 
he was satisfied that the work was 
correct. It required a little tact and 
diplomacy because it would not 
have been good policy to tell this 
dealer he was all wrong, did not 
know his business. 

It should be borne in mind that 
work will be brought to the job- 
ber’s shop by men who believe they 
are real mechanics, but who know 
little if anything about regrinding 
or boring a block or as to what is a 
correct tolerance. As a matter of 
fact the rank and file of these small 
shops cannot properly use precision 
measuring instruments. Having no 
experience it is not unusual for some 
to take the attitude, as did the 
dealer mentioned, that the fit of 
the piston with rings is too tight 
or tco loose. And we have known 
cases of assembly where no lubri- 
cant was placed on the piston and 
rings and cylinder walls when the 
fit of the parts was tried. 

Handling of the come-back job as 
previously mentioned should not be 
a difficult matter. The machinist 
using the measuring instruments in 
the presence of the complainant, 
and taking the attitude that he 
knows a reading when shown him 
will generally send him away sat- 
isfied. 

In connection with the cylinder 
work being done by the jobbers, we 
are quite interested to learn how 
the jobber will handle a come-back 
of the following type. Let us as- 
sune> that the job is refinishing the 
block to .005-inch oversize, new pis- 
tons and pins are fitted, rods aligned 
and rings fitted. And that the job 
is 100 per cent. right and is delivered 
right to the dealer. 
further assumed that in the assem- 
bly of the work that proper pre-| 
cautions are not taken by the deal- | 


And let it be, 


er, and that the job is turned over 
to the owner without the usual cau- 
tion as to operation. Assume that 
the owner disregards driving advice 
to speed. and troubles develop 
among which may be named a 
scored block. The owner comes back 
on the dealer. Now. the dealer 
certain type, and he is not an un- 
known quantity, will try to pass the 
buck to the jobber 

Of course an examination of the 
block will disciose facts, but assume 
that the dealer, and who by the 
way is a good customer of the 
jobber, insists that neither he nor 
the owner was at fault What 
should be the policy of the jobber? 

Take another example. New 
valves are fitted in the engine 
reconditioning job, let us say, 
valves of the overhead or rocker 
type. The work is properly done 
by the jobber. But the dealer’s 
mechanic in adjusting the tap- 
pets sets them with too small a 
clearance so that the valves over- 
heat, warp and burn. And this 
occurs more frequently than is 
imagined because of the desire 
of the mechanic to give the owner 
a “quiet running engine.” 

When troubles develop the own- 
er will complain that he paid for 
new valves and he won't agree to 
buy a second set of new valves. 
Of course the fault is that of the 
dealer, but will certain types make 
good or will they try and get an 
adjustment from the jobber on the 
basis of defective material, i. e., 
valve of inferior quality? 


as 


Similar cases can be cited where 


there is a possibility of a comeback 
on work when the entire fault is 
up to the dealer’s shop. Of course 
inspection will reveal that the fault 
is that of the dealer, but we believe 
that despite the fact he is in the 
repair business he will be quite like- 
ly to take the same atitude as do 
some owners, i. e., the parts were 
wrong and the work ditto 

In summing up the come-back, 
real or otherwise, it can be said 
that one of the angles is that the 
jobber has no contact with the car 
wner who can, and always will, de- 
velop trouble for maintenance men. 
The jobber must deal with the cus- 
tomer indirectly, i. e., with the deal- 
er. It is natural for the dealer, the 
small shop type, to endeavor to get 
all he can from the jobber in the 
way of credits, etc. And mainte- 
nance will be no exception to the 
rule. But this much can be said, 
and it is that whenever the work is 
at fault the jobber will be obliged 
to make good. 

Before dismissing the subject of 
comebacks, we are interested to 
know what warranty period, if any, 
the jobber employs with his work 
and parts. In other words, should 
the jobber set any definite time 
for a warranty or guarantee on his 
service? 

Relative to the guarantee or war- 
ranty on parts, this is understood 
by the jobber and the manufacturer 
and needs no further discussion. 
But we helieve instances will de- 
velop where the parts are installed 
by the jobber that will require more 
than ordinary interpretation of the 
warranty. 

The passenger car dealer knows 
he meets unscrupulous customers, 
the type claiming and asking every- 
thing, so use is made of the Stand- 
ard Warranty, a protection for both 
the dealer and manufacturer. It 
reproduced in part herewith:—

“We warrant each new motor 
vehicle manufactured by us to be’ 
free from defects in material and 
workmanship under normal use 
and service. Our obligation war- 
ranty, being limited to make good 
at our factory any part or parts 
thereof which shall within ninety

N_ establishing dealer prices 
there are two courses open to 
the jobber. First, a check of the 
prices charged in his territory for 
the operations by those who 
wholesale service, such as the ma- 
chine and specialty shops. It is 
poor policy to cut under these 
wholesale prices, even though it 
be thought they are too high. It 
is much more easy to render serv- 
ice with prices a trifle high than 
too low. When one cuts the other 
fellow is tempted to slice off just 

a trifle more. 

Because the other fellow offers 
an operation at a certain price, it 
does not indicate that he is mak- 
ing any money. He may or he may 
not. This is one of the dangers in 
copying prices for some shops. 
There is but one correct and safe 
procedure, and it is to keep time 
studies on the operation and get 
the cost in time, labor and over- 
head. The difference between these 
and the sales price is the profit— 
if any. 

Some jobbers are 
work out prices at the desk. Why 
not use the mechanic to make @ 
survey among the shops and get the 
consumer prices?

It will be seen that the time for 
rebushing varies from 15 to 45 min- 
utes per bushing, which should in- 
clude testing the fit of the spring 
bolt. At takes but a short time to 
press out the old bushing, press in 
a new and to fit the new pin. 

Inasmuch as the springs come to 
the jobber ready for the press, and 
with the exception of shackles, per- 
haps, it should not be difficult to 
equal the times mentioned, and 
even better that of 15 minutes. 

But the better way to determine 
the exact time is to keep a record 
of the work. This works no hard- 
ship on the mechanic. He can 
easily note his starting and stop- 
ping time and any types of spring 
operations that require more than 
the conventional time. This meth- 
od is suggested because it will give 
the shop an accurate record of the 
time required. 

There is but one way to determine 
prices of service operations, and it is 
the cost plus overhead, plus profit. 

The flat rate times employed by 
the car dealer and factory are marks 
to shoot at to check operations. 
|As such they serve a useful pur- 
| pose for the jobber’s shop and his 
i customers.
